Enrollment  information  is  collected  by  the  Comm i ssioner  of  Higher 
Education  from  each  college  and  university  within  the  State  of  Montana 
each  term.  This  report  summarizes  those  data  for  Fall  1986  and  makes 
some  comparisons  with  the  previous  year  or  years. 

Total  Enrollment 

Enrollment  of  students  in  degree  credit  programs  in  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  fall  semester  or 
quarter  of  1986  decreased  by  1,076  students  or  -3.1%  from  the  previous 
fall.  Table  1  shows  these  data.

From  Table  2  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  decreased  at  four  of 
the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from  Fall  1985  to 
Fall  1986  V7hile  two  increased..  The  largest  numerical  decrease 
occurred  at  Montana  State  University  as  did  the  largest  percent 
decrease.  Total  enrollments  decreased  6.4%  at  the  community 
colleges.  All  three  community  colleges  showed  decreases.  Enrollments 
at  the  independent  colleges  increased  1%.

Table  3  provides  comparative  institutional  enrollments  for  the 
period  from  Fall  1983  through  Fall  1936.  Total  enrollment  declined 
3,350  (-9%)  over  the  three-year  period.

From  Table  3  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  decreased  at  five  of 
the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from  Fall  1983  to 
Fall  1986.  Western  Montana  College  showed  a  11.9%  increase.  The 
largest  numerical  decrease  occurred  at  Montana  State  University  while 
the  largest  percent  decrease  occurred  at  Montana  College  of  Mineral 
Science  and  Technology.  Total  enrollments  decreased  8.1%  at  the 
community  colleges.  Flathead  Valley  Community  College  showed  an 
increase  of  6.9%.  Enrollments  at  the  independent  colleges  decreased 
7.1%.

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Transfer  Students 


Transfer  students  constitute  8.9%  of  all  enrollments  in 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  Montana  in  1986,  a  decrease  of  8.3% 
from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  of  transfer  students 
(3,018),  47.1%  (1,422)  are  transfers  from  Montana  institutions  and 
52.3%  (1,596)  are  from  out-of-state  institutions.  Table  12  shows  the 
enrollment  of  transfer  students  in  Montana  for  the  years  1985  and  1986.

The  figures  in  Table  15  represent  students  who  have  been 
reclassified  from  non-resident  to  resident  status  as  well  as 
students  whose  address  at  the  time  of  initial  application  was  in 
Montana  but  who  were  determined  to  be  properly  classified  as  non¬ 
residents.

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Five  units  of  the  Montana  University  System  had  a  decrease  in 
full-time  students.  Three  units  had  decreases  in  part-time 
students.  Full-time  students  in  all  institutions  in  the  state 
decreased  by  3.3%  while  part-time  students  decreased  by  2.6% 

The  College  of  Great  Falls  showed  an  increase  in  numbers  of 
full-time  and  part-time  students.  Carroll  College  showed  decreases 
in  both  full-time  and  part-time  students  while  Rocky  Mountain 
College  posted  an  increase  in  full-time  students  and  a  decrease  in 
part-time  students.  Of  the  community  colleges,  Flathead  Valley 
Community  College  showed  a  slight  increase  in  full-time  and  a 
decrease  in  part-time  students.  Miles  Community  College  showed  a 
decrease  in  full-time  students  and  an  increase  in  part-time 
students  Dawson  Community  College  posted  a  decrease  in  both 
classifications  --  most  of  its  decrease  is  attributable  to 
discontinuation  of  its  relationship  with  Fort  Peck  Community  College 
which  became  a  fully  accredited  institution. 

Full-time  Equivalent  Students 

For  some  purposes  it  is  desirable  to  convert  part-time  students 
to  full-time  equivalent  students.  To  do  so,  a  formula  which  equates 
15  undergraduate  student  credit  hours  (or  12  graduate  student  credit 
hours)  to  one  full-time  equivalent  student  is  used.  Table  19 
portrays  these  data  for  higher  education  institutions  in  Montana  for 
Fall  1985  and  Fall  1986 .
